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A Foot-guard for Applying to Bedsteads. 



I, John Fobjibstcr Wood, Beaver 
Grove Bettws-y-Coed, North Wales, a 
British subject, do hereby declare the 
nature of this invention and in what 
manner the same is to he performed, to 
be particularly described and ascertained 
in and by the following statement: — 

The appliance consists of metal tubes 
or rods, attached to brackets for adjust- 
ment to variable heights, & fixed by 
means of bolts & thumlbscrews to the 
angle-iron frame of bedsteads, & capable 
of being lowered to the level of the bed- 
stead frame, when not required for use. 
The tubes or rods are two in number — an 
upper for supporting the bedclothes, & a 
lower for fixing the upper in the required 
position. The upper tube or rod is bent 
ac right angles on either side, so as to 
form an arch over the mattress of the 
bed, & is attached at each end to the (bed- 
stead frame. (This tube or rod may be 
covered with rubber tubing or other 
material). The lower is also Ibent at 
right angles on either side, & passes 
under the frame of the bedstead — the 
upper & lower being jponnected by means 
of a moveable joint at a suitable posi- 
tion. The appliance is retained in posi- 
30 tion by means of brackets fixed — one on 
either side — to the angle-iron of the (bed- 
stead frame, slots being cut in the same 
to receive the lower tube for adjustment 
to variable heights. 

An alternative method of attachment 
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to existing bedsteads is by means of clips 
fixed to the engle-iron of the framework 
by bolts & thumbscrews, the npper tube 
Ibeing in this case attached directly to 
the brackets, & the whole attached to the 
bedstead frame in any suitable position 
by means of plates, bolts & thumbscrews. 

In order that my said invention may 
be understood I append hereunto one 
sheet of drawings. 

Fig. 1 is a side & Eig. 2 a front eleva- 
tion. Eig. 3 shows the alternative 
method of attachment, & Eig. 4 is a 
section through Eig. 3 at the point of 
attachment of the upper tube or rod to 
the bracket, & also shows the method of 
attachment to the bedstead frame. 

Eigs. 1 & 2 show (a) the upper tube or 
rod attached to angle-iron (d) at (c) & 
bracket (e). (b) the lower tube or rod 
attached at (/) to (a) by means of move- 
able joint. Eigs. 3 & 4 show (c 1 ) attach- 
ment of (a) to bracket (e 1 ). (g) fbracket 
clip. (fc) plate for attaching bracket 
clip to angle-iron. 

Having now particularly described & 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- 
tion & in what manner the same is 
to be performed, I declare that what I 
claim is: — 

An appliance for supporting the bed- 
clothes at the foot of a bed constructed 
as described, & as shown in the drawings.
